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REDUCTION MADE 
INSALARIES 

City Council Makes Many Changes 
In Salaries of Which the Pub- 
lic Approves. 

We have heard n great many 
people compliment the City Council 
upon the step they made last Tues- 
day night to curtail the expenses of 
the city and the reduction in sal- 
aries of the officials seems to meet 
the general approvril of the taxpay- 
ers. 

The office of City Tax Collector 
was abolished and combined with 
the office of City Treasurer, whose 
salary was fixed at $150.00, in ad- 
dition to 1 per cent, for collecting 
taxes up to $10,000 and 2 per cent, 
in excess of $10,000. The abolition 
of this office will save the taxpuycrs 
several hundred dollars. The 
changes in the salartes of the May- 
or and Police Judge cunnot, under 
the law, take effect until the tonus 
of office of the present incumbents 
have expired as they are elective 
offices and their salaries cannot 
be changed during office. The 
salary of the City Attorney reduced 
from $600 to $300; City Clerk from 
$300 to $200; City Physician from 
$300 to $150; Police Judge from 
$900 to $300; Mayor from $600 to 
$300; City Assessor from $250 to 
$150. The changes will amount to 
a reduction in the city's salary roll 
of about $1,600 per year until Jan- 
uary, 1918, when the further re- 
ductions will be effective and bring- 
ing the total reduction per year up 
to around $2,500. 

We understand that other changes 
are contemplated that will result in 
a further saving to the city. The 
present Council is making every ef- 
fort to reduce the running expenses 
of the city. 



LIQUOR INTERESTS 

Hon. Harry V. McChesney, for- 
merly Secretary of Stele of Ken- 
tucky, now a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor on a State-wide prohibition 
platform, opened his campaign at 
Louisa Monday in the presence of a 
crowd that filled the Lawrence coun- 
ty courthouse and several hundred 
persons were turned away, not be- 
ing able to find even standing room. 

Mr. McChesney excoriated the li- 
quor interests of Kentucky and 
made a decided hit with his audience 
when he declared that it was a lia- 
bility and not an asset from the 
standpoint of returns to the State. 
He declared himself in favor of 
abolishing the liquor traffic in Ken- 
tucky and n favor of submitting 
the question to the people. 

Next in point of interest to his 
remarks on the liquor question Mr. 
McChesney aroused almost as much 
applause by his denunciation of the 
lobby at Frankfort and its interfer- 
ence in legislation. He also empha- 
sized the importance of good roads 
and good schools to the welfare of 
the State.

WHAT IS MEANT 

BY CONSOLIDATION 

(A contributed article continued 
from last week)' 

By consolidation of schools ia 
meant the uniting of two, three, or 
more small schools into one large 
and strong school, possessing n com- 
fortable and sanitary building, two 
or more good teachers, (teachers 
with high school education and Nor- 
mnl training-, and reasonable facil- 
ities for work. In many respects it 
is de-irablc to consolidate at a small 
village and to place the building 
there; hut there is no reason why 
the school should not be located in 
the most convenient place for dis- 
tricts concerned. The whole pur- 
is pose of consolidation, in any event, 
is to continue and foster the rural 
school. 

L The first consolidated -chool 
was in Massachusetts in 1874. 

2. Thirty-two states have a par- 
tial system of consolidated schools. 

3. Massachusetts has consoli- 
dated every school in every county. 

4. Indiana has consoiidntion in 
eighty-two out of ninety-two coun- 
ties. * 

5. In North Dakota the, number 
of consolidated schools doubled in 
the lest two years. 

(i. More consolidated school 
buildings were constructed in the 
United States in the past five yeurs 
than during the twenty-five year's 
preceding. 

7. In 1889 Massachusetts spent 
$22,118.38 for transportation; in 
1908 she spent $292,213.33. 

8. In Virginia the expenditure 
for transportation in 1908 wus 
twelve times ns much as it was in 
1905. 

9. Consolidation has been as 
successful in one section of the 
I'nitcd States as another. 

10. Not au instance is known 
where a consolidated school has 
been abandoned to return to the 
small district system. 

11. In consolidated schools 
twice as many pupils finish the 
eighth grade as in the districts be- 
fore consolidated. 

12. One pupil out of every six 
enrolled in consolidated schools goes 
to High School, whlloj only one out 
of every thirty-six enrolled in the 
district school attends High School. 

13. The average cost of school- 
ing per pupil per day is less in con- 
solidated schools than in small dis- 
trict schools. 

14. Twenty-seven per cent more 
of the school population attends 
school after the districts are con- 
solidated than attended in the same 
districts before consolidation. 

15. Children start to consolidat- 
ed schools seven-tenths of a year 
older, on the average, and finish the 
eighth grade two-thirds of a year 
younger than in district schools. 
The passing point is in the fourth 
grade. 

16. Of the -ix million country 
boys and girls in the Tiiited States, 
two-thirds of them arc in -ections 
where they may be accessible to 
consolidated schools.

The 
writer has seen this B rent burden of 
the swine industry absolutely con- 
trolled on individual farms by the 
intelligent use of sauitnry HMHIII, 
The killing of all sick animals and 
their dsposal by burning, together 
with lihernl use of air slaked lime, 
the most efficient and inexpensive 
disinfectant to be purchased, will 
do much to alienate the financial 
loss which is beng incurred year 
after year by supposedly intelligent 
breeders. It has been said that if 
the American farmer would evince 
as much enthusiasm over methods 
of cleanliness before he gets into 
trouble as he does over fake cures 
after the trouble has arrived, the 
financial condition of rural com- 
munities would be several years in 
advance of its present stage, and 
a.s a result of this increused pros- 
perity better schools and better 
roads could be hud in rural dis- 
tricts. 

In a discussion of this nature one 
must not overlook the greatest fac- 
tor which is invioved in nil under- 
takings of a community nature — co- 
operation. The success of any at- 
tempt to control diseases of live 
stock by sanitary or other methods 
is jeopardized by lack of coopera- 
tion of the inhabitants of that com- 
munity. As an example of the great 
results to be obtained, one 
in another State in which an or- 
ganization of the farmers was per- 
fected may be cited to advantage. 
Muring the season of 1913, 5000 
kfjfi were lost by the fanners from 
hog cholera. In the beginning of 
the 1914 season a concerted effort 
was made by the State Experiment 
Station to organize that county in- 
to a perfect unit to fight hog cholera. 
With the application of sanitary 
measures aud the judicious use of 
anti-hog cholera scrum alone — no 
virus being allowed !n the district — 
the lo6.s of swine from all causes 
during the 1914 season wus held 
down to GOO head. Community or- 
ganization will do more for the 
farmer thun any other agent that 
can be employed. On application to 
the Director of the Experiment Sta- 
tion auti-hog cholera clubs or s-an- 
itutiou clubs will be organized.
